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BARKER FAMILY HISTORY 


The probable origin of the name Barker ís believed to have started 
when the principal visitations of Shropshire commenced the pedigree of 
Barker with Randolph De Coverall who in the reign of Edward II married 
Margaret, daughter of Peter Pigot, of Willaston, and then passing over 
immediate generations (which have been supplied from the Court Rolls of 
the Manor of Warfield and Claverly by the industry of Mr. Joseph Morris) 
proceeds with William Barker, alias Coverall, who married the heiress of 
John Coulston, of Coulston. 


The explanation of this change seems to be as follows: The manor 
of Calverhall, or Coverall, is in the parish of Adderly and in the time of 
Edward II formed part of the possession of Bartholomew De Badlesmere upon 
whose attainder (meaning conviction) and execution the undertenants of the 
manor would share in his disgrace fall. 


William de Calverhall seems to have fled southward and reappeared in 
Warfield under the name of Le Barker, a name either derived from dealings 
in oak bark or from some unknown relationship with one already bearing the 
name; for this surname appears in the Close Roll of 12 Henry 141 (1327) and 
also as a tenant in Stanton Lacy in 1272. The name of Calverhall after 
being dropped by the family for more than 200 years appears to have been 
reassumed as an alias upon their resuming connections with the north of 
this county, where, besides owning land in Goulston, the possessed estates 
at Wolverton, Colhurst, etc., upon which the elder branches settled, while 
the younger branches, according to the custom of the Manor, continued to. 
hold Aston in County Salop. 


This English prologue fits in with the following information taken 
from the Barker genealogy by E.F. Barker 1927 and by the book Colonial 
Barker Families of the U.S. by Jesse Barker 1899. 

In presenting the order of descent of the Barker family the latter 
reference is used first. It should be noted that the death dates are 
actually burial dates in places.

This was not settled before his death, so was inherited by 
his son William. In 1681, the sum was paid by granting the son large 
territories in North America (the present state of Pennsylvania). 


In 1682, William Penn came to America on the ship "Welcome" and with 
him came his friend Samuel Barker, who belonged to the Society of 
Friends. 


"Penn sailed with a hundred comrads from Deal (near Dover) in the 
"Welcome" on the lst of September, 1682...He landed at Newcastle 

on the Delaware on the 27th of October, his company having lost one- 
third of their number by small-pox during the voyage." (Encylopedia 
Britannica, ed. 11, vol. 21, page 102.) | o 


On March 27, 1685, a grant was made by William Penn to 200 acres of 
land and purchased by Samuel Barker. It was located ín what is now 
New Castle County, Delaware, and was called Barkers Bridge. Here 
the homestead was built and remained in the family until the death 
of William Barker, a great-grandson of Samuel, in 1840. 
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There is no record known as yet to whom or when Samuel Barker was married. 
He died in July, 1720, and was buried in Old Swede (?) Churchyard in 
Wilmington, Delaware. Jesse Barker's history starts at this point.

A genealogy of the Craven and Barker Families published by the World- 
Courier, Bloomington, Indiana, 1913, for John W. Craven (Registrar, Indiana 
University) and sent to all members of the Craven-Barker-Richardson Association 
with the compliments of Oscar H. Craven, stated that Robert, Nicholas, Samuel, 
and John (sons of Daniel) migrated to North Carolina at the time Peter Craven 
(who came from England) Family and five other families moved to Deep River, 
North Carolina. Apparently this move was made a short time before the 
Revolutionary War as Jeremiah Barker (son of Samuel Barker) was born in 
Randolph County, North Carolina in 1773 and died there October 31, 1825.

Thomas Asbury Gossett, son of Nathaniel W. Gossett and his wife, Mary Greenfield

He was a Civil War veteran having served in Company I, the 7th Regiment, Indiana 
Volunteers. He joined the 7th Indiana in September of 1861. He was captured the 
first time by the Confederate Army at the battle of Port Republic on June 9, 1862. 
He was released by the Confederates in early September of 1862. He was at the 
battles of: Antietam, September 16-17, 1862; Battle of Fredricksburg, Virginia, 
December 12-15, 1862; Chancellorsville Campaign, April 27-May 6, 1863; Battle of 
Chancellorsville, May 2-5, 1863; Battle of Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, July 1-3, 
1863.

He died, January 28, 1937, at the home of his daughter, Mary Chesley Hudson, at 
Fredericksburg, Virginia at the age of 61 years. He is buried in Danville in the 
Mountain View Cemetery, 


Mr Barker was an upright christian gentleman and a devoted husband and father. He 
was a member of the Carroll Memorial Methodist Church at Axton, He sang in the 
choir and taught Sunday School classes there for many years.

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FAMILY BIBLES o 


Without the family Bibles that are available, many of the names and dates found in 
other places, could not be identified by family. Most Bibles contain records of 
others along with the family and leave out some of the names that should be recorded, 


One of the chief complaints about family Bibles and cemetary records, as well, is 

the use of initials instead of the complete names of members of their families. They 
also will use only the year and leave out the day and month. One of the reasons for 
this could be that entries are made in the Bibles and tombstones are placed in the 
cemetary many years after the birth or death occurs and by others than the parents.

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ORIGIN OF THE NAME 


There are about as many versions of the origin of the name as there are dag with ` 
accounts of how the name BARKER came to be» 


The name BARKER is supposed to come from the Anglo-Saxon word BEORC or from the 
Anglo-French word BERQUIER, Meaning Shepard. Some say that the first to use the 

name was a tanner and used the bark of trees in his trade. Variations of the name _ 
are Le Barkers; Barka and Barkar, The name has been very influential and interesting,

There are many distinct familios of Ree which oe different coats-of-arms and 
reside in various counties in England and America, (about 150 coats-of-arms) 


The Barkers of County Salop Commence their pedigree in the. year 1200 with Rudolph 
de Calverhal, whose descendant, William le Barker about a century later, changed the 
name. The Rhode Island, Delaware and Plymouth, Mass. families are believed to be 
of this ancient stock. 


Sir Christopher Barker, the Garter King of Arms, assisted at the Coronation. oe inns 
Boleyn and Edward VI. Robert Barker made the first edition of the King James version 
of the English Bible in 1611, Edmund Barker was a metaphysician and friend of Samuel. 
Johnson. Collet Barker, 1784-1831, was an explorer and Mt Barker in Australia 

_ was named for him, Benjamin Barker was an artist, whose pictures are in the British 
Museum. Joseph Barker of Leeds, England formed the sect called the Barkerites. | 
George Barker was a philanthropist, whose statue is in Birmingham, England. Captain 
James Barker assisted in the victory of: the Nile. Sir George Barker fought in the 
Crimean War. 


In America, many Barkers Ge in the early Wars, More than 200 served in the 
Revolutionary War, Many served in the War of 1812, in the Civil War, Spanish and 
World War I and II, We know that:several Barkers served in the Rev, War from Henry 
County, but the names of these are not yet known to us and what relationship they 
were, The father of one of our ancestors, Allen, was William Barker. He was probably 
born around the year 1750-60 and could have been in the Revolutionary War. Several 
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fought in the Civil War. Among those that are known at this time, are George Willian 
Barker and Sanders Barkero |

How many of the wonderful stories 
and interesting pictures will survive? How many already are lost? The stories, 
the pictures and histories of our families hel p to preserve not only our own family 
but national history as well, 


Through family pictures we retain and SE the big and litt tle events that make a 
personal progression through life; pictures of special events, such as a new baby, 
playful pets we loved, rare visits from relatives and friends, spectacular scenery 
on a special vacation trip, s summer day or a snowy wintry day. Through pictures, 
we can preserve precious moments in our lives and those of our families, Someone 
has said that a picture is worth a thousand Words. | | 


Many books have been printed detailing methods of tracking down our ancestors, 
learning who they were, when and where they lived and what they did. Present day 
articles urge us to keep in touch with living relatives nes coe of how fer 
removed they are or their direct station in life. 


It would be fun to learn you Were a descendant of a famous person. To many of us, 
however, this is not as important as the recorded adventures in the lives or our 
ancestors. Through these stories, we feel that we know. them. better and they become 
alive, We undeestand the era in which they lived and what TJ Were like and how 
they helped to make this land what it is today. 


Who among us would not want a history of his relatives lives? We could feel pride 
in their accomplishments, sympathize with the plights of the unfortunate ones and 
try to live up to the example set by the good ones among our forebears, 


How do we go about getting this information? Questioning elderly relatives is one 
Way to begin learning what they remember about the lives of their parénts and 
grandparents or other relatives, Family diaries, letters, business papers, help 
to determine what kind of people they were. Family bibles, information from stones 
in the many cemeteries and forms filled out by those still living give us dates and 
places and whatever information they have on their families and ancestors. 


Family visits are important and, we see more of. the family this way. Family re- 
unions also help us to become acquainted with new members of the family and we get 
to know those we have known in the post better, This is a busy world that we live 
in today and not many of us have time to keepup with all the. family as we would - 
like, so the reunion at least keeps us informed to some extent, 


Family reunions where there are elected officers to handle EE for the 
reunion and to keep records is an excellent way to. preserve the history of a family. 
We can store up valuable memories to tell our children about the reunions and the 
journey, perhaps, from a far away place to where our ancestors settled first. 
Pictures taken at a reunion are a marvelous record in themselves and provide a quick 
impression of the way the family lived in the past and present. 


Through recorded family history we are made to feel more keenly our relationships 
and become aware of a continuity in our lives, Our history seems more purposeful 
when we realize that we are an important link between the past and the future. Sone 
of the family will and do contribute funds as well as history and stories and their 
pictures to have their family history printed. It would be gratifying to have ones. 
history printed into book form, wouldn't it? I, for one, would love to see our 
history immortalized in print and placed in libraries where we are sure it will be 
preserved for future generations to read and enjoy and perhaps be motivated to carry 
on our traditions; some that have been handed down to us, and some of our own, 


Lengthy writing sometimes is a bit difficult and annoying to some; tapes are an 

ideal way of getting your records, They can be typed later by the historian. The 
writing is not important, or is a professional style. The main thing is to get it 
recorded. Favorite music, literature, holiday traditions, special foods, favcrite 
recipes, hobbies, gardening, raising animals and interesting occupations are among 
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the things that enhance a persons character, Coples of original art, poetry and 
writings would add interesting sidelights | ‘toa persons history. 7 


Episodes from diaries would give the record a "you are there flavor". Unsolved ` 
mystries may be there as in the case of a relative who left home to "seek his | 
fortune" and never returned or perhaps did make a fortune or,a name for himself. 
Sad events, events of joy and inspiration, admiral talents of many of the family 
make interesting accounts of yourself and of your relatives, ` 


I wish this consuming interest. had seized us sooner. We could have had first hand 
accounts about our great and great-great grandparents directly from our older 
generations while they still lived. That is why I am determined that our eee 
will not feel this lack. As new families are formed, up-to-date records should L 
kept, cherished and added to the history and after a time be redone and SE 


It is my hope that all will want to cooperate with us by sending histories and the 
pictures of your family and your ancestors.so that we will have 211 of it in one 
place for the enjoyment and use of those who come after us. I shall continue to ` 
try to get all the records that I can, but when printing time comes and enough are 
interested in having this done, it will be too late to add late-comers to the 
records. So, even if you are not personally interested, your children may be sone 
day and they will be happy that you did your part by taking a few mínutes to fill 
in your form and oE it to me KE
